Such treatment can proceed only from a 
mind unfriendly to univerfal virtue and happineis—= 
fom a with to overthrow the foundations of moral- 
ity, which hath ever been confidered as the fupport 
et order and government. If Chriftianity is not 
from heaven, it has done mankind no wrong. The 
benefits of it have been more and greater than can 
we.! be conceived. ‘* The belief of it is the oaly 
Prneiple which can retain men ina fteady and uni- 
fonm courfe of virtue, piety and devotion, or cah 
lupport them in the hour of diftrefs, of ficknefs, 
and of death. A total rejection of all religious and 
moral principles whotever” is the ufual confequence 
ef reye@ine it. Ir is the commendation of Chrifti- 
amity, that none hate it but thofe whofe deeds are e- 
Vere 

Thofe have been extolled as heroes and patriots, 
who heave confidered the body of the human fpecies 
as made for compliamce and puniffnent—Whofe 
thot fplendid aétions have fprung from no other 
motive than their own advancement on the degrada- 
tion of their people. Qfcen are focicties. and king- 
@cms tora with difcord and merzed in diftref$ 
throwgh the interfering views of different partizans. 
As to-religion, the Deity is prefumed to be too great 
to require, or be plesfed with, any acknowlede- 
ments from his creatures. The benevolence of a dei® 
may involve his deareft conneftions in a multitude 
@j fins, and teach his beftfriend to err fatally from 
the truth, or facrifice him to a tranfient paffion. It 
forns inferiours, and envies fuperiours. The difci- 
ple of jefus, on the contrary, feels the force of 
thofe maxims, “* All of you be fubjeé one to ano- 
ther, and beclothed with hymiliry. ‘The eye can- 
mot fay tothe hand, i have no need of thee; nor 
the head to the feet, I have no need of thee. Thafe 
members of the body, which feemto be more fee- 
ble, are neceflary.”” Encaged in the fame caufe as 
his mater, fwa by the fame principle, ‘formed 
en the fame m2Xims, he comparatively forgets his 
@wn things in a concern for thofe of others. Parti- 
al views and attachments are fubordinated to uni- 
verfal benevolence. He doth not fuffer fin upon his 
brother. His benevolence prompts his exertions to 
convert his worft enemies from the @gror of their 
way, fave their fouls from death, and hide a multi- 
tude of fins. That more excellent wey, Chriftian 
“ charity, gnvieth-not, vaunteth not itfelf, fecketh 
pot her own, thinketh no evil, beareth ali things, 
and endureth all things: It doth good to men of 
every defcription, not fecking recompente on earth, 
but in heaven. 

We now refer it to all true judees of 124+, whether 
she rraces which fhone in the difcouries and life of 
Jefus have, on th: whole, been tarnished by the 
wanton pens ef the foes to his religion. What 
a mind muft he have, who employs fine talents in 
wiping off from vice its deformity? Vertue can have 
mo beauty, if vice is comely. “te admircrs of a 
noble Lord may be aiked, whether his w ritings have 
got diffeminated a n.oral contagion beyond ali ‘athe 

fent age? Ifto draw an @legant and enricing pic- 
pure of vice, to convey ireligion and profiigscy in 
~ agretabie channel, to pollute the morals of Cimif- 
« ¢,* . ; 
gendom, tO ipitiate a favoarite fon in the myflery of 
iniquity» be a worthy employment, this was the 

-yiar ornament- of that nobleman’s character. 
Bur if to feduce the ace, inexps rienced years in par- 
gicular; if to feduce trom the paths of integrity and 
wertue into thofe of error and pollution, one of 
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pointed tim the guardian; if to lay before the child 
of his hopes a fyitem replete with impiety to God 
and mifery to man, can nrark a character with re- 
proach, too heavy canfure cannot fallon CnesTer- 
FIELD. 

Secondly, the moral fyftem ef Chrifianity proves 
the truth of it. fon the feppofition it is not from 
heaven, it merits highefteem and approbation; how 
much higher refpect is duc to it, if Jefus was a 
teac*er fent from Cod? This we now aifert. Were 
he a mere man, whence did the rules he gave fo much 
excell thofe of the wifeft philofophers and morali tts 
in Greece and Rome? Were he a mere man, he was 
of all men the vileft. For be not only declared that 
he received his religion from heaven, but frid’ that 
God was his Father. He aifumed divine titles and 
honoars ; afd declared that alt men fhould honour 
him even as they honour God, whom he called his 
Fathers This was the height of blafphemy, if we 
deny his divine miffion. Now fuppofe him fuch a 
blafphemer, was it poffible he fhould be the author 
of fo admirable an inititution ? Shoukt exhilit fo 
charming a pattern ? Could the vileft of impoftors 
pubdlith a religion moft honorable to the divine 
moral perfeéions, containing the brighteft difcove- 
ries of them, placing the effence of piety and rertue 
im a conformity to them? a religion perfective of 
human happinefs, thewimg by his own example 
what exaltation our debafed nature is capable of ? 

We mult either deny the fuperior excellence of 
the moral fyftem of Ciniflianity, or admit that Je- 
fas was the fon of God. The deift allows 
the morality of the gofpel to he the beft that wase- 
ver taueht mankind. By profeffing our taith in Je 
fas as the Son of the bleffed, we can give a reafon 
why he fpake as never manfoake. But the deid, on 
his principles, muft fay, that the moft complete 
fyite.n of morality, a fyftem replete with love to God, 
and men, and goodnefs, proceeded trom Satan, the 
avowed enemy of them. Let him reconcile this ; 
or elfe acknowledge with one of his brethren who 
guarded the crucii@ion;,Cer‘ain_y tdis ram wee the 
Son of Gods 

Can * af oppofer of our religion lay his hand 
on his heart, and fay his defign is friendly to mans 
kind? if he faould fucceed in his endeavours to e- 
vert it, has he a clearer fyftem of theology to propofe, 
better rules of, or higher motive? to private and fo+ 
cal vertwe? Has he a more efficacious plan to lay, 
for premoting the honor of God and zood of men? 
Or can he relieve our ignorance, and point out the 
defigns of God to us? Let the writings of modern 
infidels anfwer thefe queftions. If thenin proporti- 
on as one weakens the faith of Chriftianity, he hurts 
the intere(ts of peace and order, vertue and happi- 
nefs, is not: the prefumption vieient, that he is 
wrong ? What a heart or what a head muft he have, 
to labours to overthrow the beft foundation of vertue, 
and pjace in its ftead a vague, heartlefs fyitem, whieh 
every one may carble according to his tafte or preju 
dices? Men of this tarn have reafon to examine 
themielves ciofely, what fpirit they are of; far 
truth comes not to deftroy men, butto fave.” 

It is net a /ifeie/s morality, confitting in any exter- 
nai vertues, which our religion recommends; Sut 
that of the heart, whule praije is not of men, but of God. 
This is the qualification for heavens and will abide 
for ever. ‘laking.our principles and maxims of 
life, our aims and profpeéts, from the author of 
Chriftianity, regardiefs of other fyfteéms and guides, 
we cannot mife arry. Let this mrixd be in yl, ubih 
was in Chrift Felus.

ina year, at a dollar per day, it amounts 
to fourteen hundred pounds a year. And 
if we would ufe any prudence and economy, 
ought we not to iave fuch a needlefs ex- 
pence? Efpecially when the inhabitants 
are deeply in debt, and are already groan- 
ing under the burden of heavy taxes, io hea- 
vy, that our lait aflembly dare not venture 
an additional tax, for the payment of our 
foreign national debt, though earneftly re- 
comuinended by Congre/i. Why then, in the 
name of wonder! is not our aflembly wil- 
ling toexpenge all unneceffary expeaces at 
home? Why, inttead of lightening our 
public civil charges uader the new repubii- 
can government, and thereby rendertng it 
as light and eaty as poffible to the’ peuple, 
fhouid we, Xehoboam like, by extraordinary 
gratuities, and the increafe of fees and fala- 
ries, greatly augment the public burden? 
it is certainly very hurtiul toany ftate, to 
have their public offices lucrative; and 
greatcare fhouid be taken to guard againit 
fuch an abufe, 

Let us now attend to fome of the objeéti- 
ons which have been made againit leffening 
the. number of your reprefentatives.——It is 
a privilege you enjoy to fend fiw, and why 
fhou'd you be willing to refign your owa pre- 
vileges, and curtail an important branch of 
your liberties ? 

Aniwer. It is a mere piece of fophiftry, 
a praud impoiition on yourielves to cal! that 
a privilege, which is feund to te burthen- 
fome. - To be tied down to oid cuiioms, 
though hertful and unrealonable, is an ars 
gument of mean and abject flavery ; and to 
part with them, or amend them in futh 
cafes, is fo far from refigning yqur, liber- 
ties, that it would bea noble way of affert- 
ing them.—-And near.a kin to this is ano- 
ther obiectten. Our fathers and tiore-fa- 
thers practifed fo, and were proipered ; and 
why is it not iafe to foliow their feps? 
Aniwer. Galy connder how far this argu- 
ment wili carry-as. Our fathers indeed 
were gvod men, aed did well in many re- 
fpects ; but with all their gooduets, they 
laboured under fome great miftakes and 
prtjudices. They had a law in New En- 
giand whereby they feverely whipp’d and ba- 
nith’d Qveters, for thefe two crimes; viz. 
refufing civil rejpecis, and differing from the 

"x Of inion of the god ; (Indeed per- 
fecuting princypics were the common mit 
take of proteftants of ail denominations at 
that day) And in this fate. withia lefs 
than haifa ceatury, we had ievere ecclefi-

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parith, withoat the inhabitants’ confent, he 
forteited his falary: or, if he belonged owt 
of the government; fhould be tranfported 
out of it by the conftabies. But in thid- 
day, when the principles of liberty and the 
right of private§jadgement are better under- 
ficod, we have not only dropt thefe mif- 
takes of our fathers, but have a Jaw where. 
by all denominations of Chriftians can fup- 
port their own way. And if we hada right 
to amend the miftakes of our anceftors ia 
thefe refpedts, why ha’nt we the fame right 
in others? It is again objeéted that the 
reyal charter, which we have adopted, as 
the fyfiem of our juzifprudence, expreisly 
allows each town the liberty of fending raves 
Anfwer. You have been told, that allowing 
there was fome weight in fuch aa objection, 
while we wer€a colony dependent on the 
crown of Brittain, there certainly can be 
none in it, now we are an independent 
fate. Befide, I am told our aflembly a- 
cepted the royal charter without ever cons 
fulting the minds of the freemen; anil if 
they had a right to do it withoat their know- 
ledge and confent, much more may they 
alter fome of its cuffloms, with your appro- 
bation and inftruétion. 

But the principal objection I have met 
with, and which, at the firt view appears 
plaufible, is this, That the /iderties of a fare 
are much more fecure in the hands of a large 
than a fmall reprefentation. ‘This has bees 
uged with great vehemence. Anfwer. 
Allowing there is fome truth in fech an ob- 
fervation, yet it will not Operate in this 
cafe; for great and /ma// are coniparative 
terms. If we had but half the number of 
deputies we now have, we fhou!d {till have 
a great réprefentation, compared with near 
all the free tates in ‘Chriendom. Other 
Rates, as fond of liberty as we can be fup- 
pofed to be, have found ‘their, liberties fate 
and fecure with, perhaps, leis than half 
cur number, which they calla large repre- 
fentation. Befides, in’ our. Republicaa 
Government, ‘not on'y our deputies, but 
ovr govérnour and council may, ina gopd 
fente, be efteemed our reprefentatives; as 
they are annually choien by you, to manage 
your public affairs. The whole affembly 
are depeident On you. Jt is not with us ae 
it is with the Zurep-an fates and kingdoms, 
where the ford: and nebriity hold their feats 
in parliaments by blood and defcent. And 
heing wholly independent on the peo- 
ple, too often care no more abeut them than 
they do forthcir horfes and hoonds. If the 
common people are ever fo much op. 
prefied by them, they cannot remove them: 
but ii any genclemen ot cur sper honfe go 
into any meafures that you think opprefhve, 
you can leave them out at your neat bie dion, 
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T have alfo heard fuch an objefion as this, 
‘There are feveral placemen and cficers fent 
to the alfzmoly ; and it needs a large houfe 
to guard aguinit their dangerous Influence 
In anfwer hereto, It feems to me that the 
probability is, that there would be a 
greater proportion of fuch gentlemen, ifthe 
towns fend two a piece than if they thould 
fend butone. If they thould fend two, they 


will be likely to imagine no danger of 


Venturing ove of that character, when they 
fead a good hand as his partner, to obierve 
his conduct, and be a kind of check upon 
him ; which they would by no means ven- 
ture, rf he was to be the only one, 

It is moreover pleaded that the affembly 
is a good {chool to teach men the knowledge 
of public affairs; and it is an ad: antage 
toa ftate, to have aconfiderable number 
of citizens well acquainted with fuch affairs, 
and uied to publick bafineis. Itisa 
fufficient anfwer, that the Country is too 
much in debt and the taxes too heavy, to 
keep eighty ufeleis members techool, twe 
months in a year, at a dollar per day. Ii 
any gentlemen are defirous to learn and get 
tniight into public bufineis, let them attend 
the houfe as fpectators-in the. gallery, at 
their own coft. 

It is alio pleaded that it is a great ad- 
vantage to have a partner from their own 
town to advife and confer with on dificult 
and important cafes, that often come be- 
fore them. 

This is fo trifling, that it fcarce deferves 
an anfwer. It muft certainly require very ex- 
traordinary fubtilty and deep penetration 
to difcern any fpecial advantage, in advifing 
with one from his own town (in difficult cafes 
that equally concern all the towns in the 
ftate) above others. Is it becaufea fellow 





from his own town is wifer than all the. 


ret, and more capable to give him 
good advice? He will have feventy or eigh- 
ty members to advife with, who are equally 
interefted with himfelf, and will hear the 
beft fpeakers on the iubject, who will be 
likely thoroughly to canvafs it: and why 


fhould this be thought in fuficient to afford . 


light and counfel, without the opinion ofa 
partner from his own town? Befide depa- 
ties from the fame town are often divided in 
Opinion and vote in oppofit on to each other. 
Asto the old popular objection ‘ Innovations 
are dangerous,’ there has been enough faid 
already to expofe the abfurdity of it, as i. is 
often ufed. The contrary is truly danger- 
ous. What a monftrou heap of ferviie cuf- 
toms in the ftatein fome = countries. and 
of ridiculous fuperftitions in the church, is 
retained aad fupported out of a fond attach. 
ment to antiquity? It is an enemy to re- 


formation... When cufloms are cvideutiy 
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found to he inconvenient and defetive, 
there can bs aodanger in amending them: 
the daager is, in ob'tinately periting in 
them againtt the plaineit reaioas. 

I am feyfble our double reprefentation 
don’t inflave as fo mach as iome other things 
Our litigious fpirit, the multiplicity of law- 
fuits, the unbounded ufe of {piritoas liquors, 
the great importation of foreign faperfuities, 
and indeed of many articles, which, though 
ufeful and neceflary, yet mighteafily be 
manufactured ia the country 5. thefe it matt 
be confeit, are the greater evils; they dread- 
fully corrupt the morals of the people, they 
plunge us over head and ears ia debt, and 
threaten our ruin.—But if our deputies are 
unwilling to relieve us in {o plain a cafe as the 
foregoing propofal, don’t they give us too 
much reafon vo fafpeét that they have nota 
very tender feeling of our burdens, wil! not 
be very warmly. engaged to relieve us in o- 
ther refpedts, and that they are more fond of 
holding their feats iu the affembly, than of 
ferving their country ?: 

Gentlemen Freemeny now, while this 
affair is in agitation in the aflembly, is the 
proper time to exert your‘elves; if you-ap- 
prove of it, you will doubtieis think it pra- 
dent to chufe two deputies in each town, at 
your next meeting, men that you can con- 
fide in: you will oy vote fhew your minds 
whether you would have your reprefentation, 
either in the foregoing, or fome other mode, 
leffen’d, and you will. accordingly give them 
inftructions to ule their endeavours to effec 
it..

Others, 
when a fhip fails for Europe with remittance 
in cath, put on along face and cry out, cur 
money is ais leaving us---we foali be rained 
e--how fall we set the money back again? 
They may juft as wellefk, when a guft of 
wind has pafied by where fhall we git ano- 
ther breeze of wind ? 

People lay money is fearce, and if they had 
more cale they could do more bufinejs. The 
fit of thefe affertions is scrally foife, and 
the lait but partially true. The whole mat- 
ter is explained ina few words. 

There are more merchants in the coun- 
try than are neceffary to do the bnfineis— 
there are more fellers than buyers—there is 
acertain quantity of buiacis to be done, 
that is, acertain quantity of foreign gvods 
to be imported, anda certain qeuntity of 
produce to be exported—meichanis are the 
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agents tode'this bufinefs.—When there are 
jet merchants enough to do this bufinefs, 
and find conitant employment, trade is 
good and money’ plentiful. Double the 
number of merchants, and each has bat half 
the buiinels and money that he wants. 
There is money enough in the country, 
becaufe all articles of home-prodace ‘com- 
manda good price in calh—the merchants 
have not enough, becaefe they have more 
goods than are wanted in the country. Ifan 
individual had more money, he might do 
more buiineis but this cannot be true of 
the country—for the prefent money and 
bufinels fupply the coniumption, and milli- 
ons of money and merchants could do no 
more. ‘The number of merchants has in- 
creafed in an undne proportion, fince the 
peace, and buiinefs cannot be geod, till 
fome ef them quit the bufnefs, or an in- 
created population fhall furnith a greater 
confumpuon. Itisto be withed that peo- 
ple would examine effe&ts and trace them to 
their true caafes—for by afcribing things to 
wrong cauies, they fometimes do infinite 
mifchief. If people would thoroughly un- 
deritand the operations of money, 1 am per- 
feaded, they would let it alone.
